NECROES SHOT LIKE DOES

New Orleans Koustubouts Murdered
by Mob of White Men,

POLICE BADLY FRIGHTENED

L ]
The Bold Protectors of Peace Inthe Cres:
cent City Are Parnlyzed with Feor,
A Scene of Unparalleled

Brutality.
New  Orleans, March 12.—Another
bloody riot occurred along the levee
this morning. The seene of the con-

et was on the river front between
Ann and Decatur streets. Three men
were killed outright while w number
were woundid

The killing was done by a mob of
white men numbering about 200, who
were armed with platols and Winches-
ter rifles, The negroes were about to
sturt o work on the stenmer BEnglneer,
Iyving at that point, when whlte men
approgched from wll divectlons, All
were armed and muny twok positions
behind  box  cars and  poured volley
upion volley Into the negroes, Those
Who were on the seene say that It re-
minded them of a battlenekd, so fast
and  furlous  was  the  tiving The
negroes. were glven no guarter, and
were shot down ke dogs, Not only
were the dorkies shot down, but sev-
eral Innocent persons suflerod

Among thoze killed was Jules Clise
Cayabee, o shoemaker, whio happened
Lo be In the vielnlty, James Bane, the
purser of the Hugineer, wias standing
an the leves near his ship when the ot-

tack was made, and he recelved four
wounids, three In the howl and another
In the nrm, He was fited upon by sev-
eritl men, who almed over the heads of
three pollcemen, who were Knvellng be-
hind some freight just on the edge of
the wharf., His wounds may prove
fatal,

As near us can be stated the shooting
oceurred o few minutes after 7 o'elock
this gnurnlng, There was u dense fog
prevalling and this aforded the white
men an excellent chance to do thelr
IMoody work. At the time there

| nady slx policemen on the scene, and

there were no arrests made, as the po-
Hee were ag badly frightened as the
negroes, The  attnekers  were com-
posed of two parties. A large number
of men appeared at the corner of Des
catur und egqually as large 8 mob came
from the corner at 8t Ann street.
Officors Were Poweriess,

Carporal  Devanney, who was in
chadge of the handful of policemen, or-
dered the mob to disperae, bat no at-
tentlon wasg pald to him, and the mob
began to grow lerger overy minute
Suddenly u shot was fired. This had
a startling effect on the men, The first
report  was  followed filve or slx
shots, and then the fiving became gen-
eral, The smoke and the fog combined
mude the scene almost as dark as
night. The negroes were un board the
ship and had just ralsed the tarpautin
off of hateh No, 2 when the atlnek was
made. They were taken completely by
surprige and their crleg were pitiful,
Many sought refuge abioned the ship
while gome ran down the wharfl and
made thelr escape. One negro, 1t Is
stated, Jumped under the whart, It |8
Imposgible to estimate the number of
shots fired, but s It said there were
whout 200,

After the bloody work the men hure-
rled off as fast ag they had come, The
attockers fired recklessly on all sldes,
not earing whom they shot.  The white
men came In o body, moving along the
leves up town unmolested,  After thelr
depnrture @ large number of policemen
unider eommand of Sergeant Doy mode
thelr appearance  on the seene and
oleared the wharf of the lurge crowds
which had gathered,

It was Known that many men had
Leen wounded and several ki, and
a dearch wis made for these persons
by the pelice and othern,  Carabes Was
found on the bonguette in front of one
of the show windeows of Lion's clothing
stupe, at the corper of 8t Ann and D=
catur stroels

Blood was gushing from a terrible
wound In the hewd, and he was gulte
dead, No one geemed 1o know how or
where he was ghot,  Ie had been geen
running hack to 8L Ann street, and
just as he reached the banquette he
stagrered  oand  fell headlong to the
pavement nnd expired o fgw minutes
later. Sergeant H. Heveony, who hur-
ried up from his precinet to the scene,
had the bodies of the negroes sent to
the morgue in the patrol wagon, One
of the negroeg was found on the leyves
at the head of 8t Louls streel, The
man was dead amd lay In a pool of
blomd which enme faom o lurge wound
In his head. The nesgro was ranning
from the scene of the shooting The

ather body was found some distance
away from the firkt,  'The man had
erawled under an elevated tank and

there ded, No one In the vielnity knew
the names of the dead men,
Polive Knelt in Terror

Purser Bans wns not given a chanee
for his life, He was on the whoarf nt-
tending to business when the white
men appeared, and he wan aboul to go
aboprd the vessel for safety, when he
wug fired on, Three polleemen were
Immaedintely In front of Mr, Bane, and
they knelt down and seemed tervors
stricken. One man ghoved the barrel
of o plstol In clode proximity to Mr,
Bane's head and fired, and the purser
fell, bleeding. Another man shot Mr,
Bane In the right arm.
of the Engineer, had just arisen, when
the shooting occurred,  He hurriedly
dressed himself and came on deck and
saw most of the conflict.  He says that
there was firing from all sldes, and the
goone was lke n battlefeld,

After the shootlng, the captain pleked
up Mr. Bane and sent him to the hos-
pital, Captain Wood denounced the
ghootlng ag an  outrage, and Mayor
Fltgpatriek appearing on  the acene,
Captain Wood pald his complimentsa to
his honor in unmensurdd terms, Mayor
Fitgpntelek had hurrled to the scene
ns fast ag possible and was very much
digappointed when told that there was
no nrrests mode, He called the police
together, and told them in o firm tone
that whenever they #siuw a man fire a
ghot, to get that man at all hazoards,
Continuing he sald: “You men walk
along the wharef and Iif you see any
one whom you think took part In the
shootlng, arrest him.'"

that the reason that there was not a
suflielent force of pollee on hand at
that hour, was that the hour to begin
work was 7.90 e'clock, and the police
had recelved orders to report at that
time,. The wharf ot this point s ale
most totally covered with frelght and
nearby are a number of box cars, The
majurity of the attackers concegled
themselves behind these obstructions.

There wag trouble today at other
polnts In addition to that above re-
lated,

As much of the violence which has
taken place In the past few weeks has
occurred up town und many of the cot-
ton ships load In that portlon of the
clty, It was expected that there would
be trouble In that quarter. At an early
hour this morning, both  white and
binelk Taburers appesred on the wharves
and the feeling was running high. The
Importation of negroes has incensed the
white ¢lement of the population, and
not only was an ugly feellng prevalent
wmong those directly interested, but
wlso among the resldents of that sec-
tlon of the city.

quest, as the prisoners were  belng
marched to jall, & mob made o rush for
them, and before the sheriff and his
deputies could ralse & hand to protect
them the budles of the four Itnllans and
another man were clddled with bul-
list e,

At this Juneture n general riot oe-
curred, On hundreed or more Ttallans,
gecing thelr countesmen Iying  about
dead, became frenzled, swearing that
they would have vengeance before
morning, Both factions began arming
themselves and are expected to come

together ut any moment.

FIRED ON OUR  STEAWSHIP

Spunish Man-of=-War Sends Broad-
sides at the Alliance,

AMERICAN PLAG 1S INSULTED
After Firlng in Yaln at the Columblun
Liner tho Spanish Craft Engages inn
Twenty-five Mile Chase — No
Cause for the Outrage,

New York, Murch 12—The offlcers of
the  American  stenmship  Alllanece,
which areived at this port today, told

the following story when the ship
reached Quurantine:
